Garfield Hopes That the 
Miners Now Idle Will Re- 
turn to Work—He Will 
Not Stand Pressure for 
Revision of Coal Prices. 


Washington, October 17.—Whatever 
powers necessary will be employed by 
the federal government to stap. the 
strikes of coal miners in the middle 
west and prevent fnterruption of the 
nation’s fuel production. 

This warning was given today by 
Fuel Administrator Garfield in a sharp 
telegram to miners and operators in 
the fields involved, reminding them of 
their pledge not to allow the output 
of coal to be diminished and declaring 
that any attempt to bring pressure to 
bear upon him to force a revision of 
coal prices would result in*postpone- 
ment of a decision on that question.. 

Dr. Garfield was in conference dur- 
ing the day with John P. White, pres- 
ident of the United Mine Workers of 
America, who reported that so far 
the strikes in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois 
and Pennsylvania were local in char- 
acter, though they were threatening 
to spread. He expressed the hope that 
the meni could be induced to return to 
work.

Commercial Congress to Use 
Money in Campaign of 
Three Years. 


New York, October 17.—Believing 
that “one of the great duties to the 
south is to advertise it to the nation 
and the world,” the Southern Commer- 
clal congress at the closing of its ninth 
annual convention here tonight adopt- 
ed a resolution providing for the rais- 
ing and expenditure of $1,200,000 in a 
three years’ advertising campaign. 

The money will be obtained from 
railroads, banks, trust companies, state 
departments of agriculture and other 
sources, the resolution states, by a com- 
mittee comprising the governors of 
each of the sixteen southern states, who 
will act as state chairmen, and sixteen 
vice chairmen to be appointed by the 
president of the congress. 

The committee, the resolution con- 
cludes, “will proceed forthwith to raise 
an advertising fund of $26,000 a year 


for a period of three years from each 


of the southern states.’ 
Another resolution declared that the 
fact that the United States is in “the 
most stupendous war of all times” 
recludes all argument as to “why and 
ow,” and pledged the organization’s 
mempbership to loyalty in winning the 


fight.

‘Proposed to Take First 
Only Men Without De- 
-pendents and Establish 


~Grades and Industrial 
Values for Others. 


Washington, October 17.—A compre- 
hensive new plan for applying the army 
selective draft which would take first 
only men without dependents and of 
no particular value to war industries, 
and establish various grades of de- 
pendency and industrial value from 
which future drafts would be made 
strictly on the selective basis, has been 
worked out tentatively by the provost 
marshal general's office and discussed 
with the president. 

The plan, it was learned today, was 
submitted recently to a conference of 
civilians who directed exemption board 
activitiés in a number of states and 
received the indorsement of most of 
them, who now are discussing the pro- 
posed plan with their state governors. 

It is proposed to formulate in each 
local draft district a table of all regis- 
trants, placing each in a column de- 
noting his dependents and industrial 
value in the war’s persecution. For in- 
Stance, horizontal columns or class!i- 
fications would be based on dependen- 
cy. Men with no dependents would be 
Placed in the first class, those with 
dependent distant rélatives in the sec- 
ond ciass, those with wives in the 
third class and those with a wife and 
one child in the fourth, and so on. 

Industries in Order of Merit. 

Similarly the vertical columns might 
represent certain industries arranged 
according to their respective merit as 
war necessities. Industrial classes um 
der consideration in this connection are 
farmers, shipyard employees, munition 
workers, railway and transportation 
employees, miners, steel plant and mo- 
tor industry workmen and certain oth- 
er individual plants or industry 
branches to be designated from time 
to time by the president or the war 
department as temporarily essential. 


The latter classification might include 
plants making military clothing, har- 
ness, first aid materials, or professions 
such as chemists and other scientifie 
men more needed for war research than 
to carry arms. 

Thus the table of horizontal de- 
pendency classifications and vertical in- 
dustrial classifications would hold a 
place for each registrant in accordance 
with his dependency or industrial value 
claims, In selecting men for exam- 
ination, boards would first take all men 
physically fit having neither depend- 
ents nor value in essential war indus- 
tries. When this class was exhausted, 
draft authorities would draw on the 
classes having the slightest dependen- 
cy claims and the least value in essen- 
tial industries. Theoretically, the draft 
would work down through the table 
the classes with most dependents and 
highest industrial value. 

No class would be exempted as such, 
but the valuable men would be placed 
sO that they would not be called until 
the need for soldiers became more ur- 
Sent and all the less essential classes 
were exhausted. 

The plan involves a determination 
by the government of what industries 
are the most valuable, and this is giv- 
ing officials considerable difficulty. 
Farmers’ organizations, shipping board 
officials and shipbuilders, munitions 
makers, railroad heads, coal operators 
and many others are insisting on the 
prime importance of their own em- 
ployees in civil work. 

It is understood the entire program 
will be made known as soon as it is 
completed and approved by President 
Wilson, to allay the anxiety prevailing 
throughout many industries over the 
next draft which had been planned for 
aS early as December before the new 
plan proposed, but which now may be 
delayed. : 

Army Officers Work on Plan. 

A committee of officers in the provost 
marshal general's office is at work on 
technicalities of the plan, which has 
been outlined only in a general way 
to Secretary Baker and the presidents. 
The committee, which is advisory to 
General Crowder, also is in communi- 
cation with civilian draft board mem- 
bers who have given special study to 
the imperfections and inequalities of 
the first draft operation. 

The proposed plan would meet Presi- 
dent Wilson’s objection to class exemp- 
tions. On the other hand, it is claim- 
ed, it would successfully prevent the 
drawing into the army of men who 
are needed more in the industries or 
in agriculture and would avoid mis- 
takes made by Great Britain early in 
the war when coal mines and war in- 
dustries were depleted of skilled work- 
ers for the sake of swelling the first 
expeditionary forces. It also would 
give each man a more or less definite 
place in the liability list and set his 
mind at rest as to when he might be 
eummoned for service. 

The scheme contemplates immediate 
examination of all men registered, but 
this course depends on an appropria- 
tion which cannot be obtained until 
congress convenes in December. Advo- 
eates of the plan point out, however, 
that it might be put into operation 
for even a single increment of a million 
men and could be extended down the 
present liability lists as fast as funds 
were made available. 

War department officials explain 
that the program is far from com- 
plete and warn that many changes may 
be made in the plan as drafted now. 
They say, however, that some double 
classification system seems impera- 
tive for future draft calls. 


LA FOLLETTE INQUIRY 


HAS BEEN POSTPONED 


Washington, October 17.—Further in- 
vestigation into the accuracy. of 
statements made by Senator La Follette 
in his St. Paul speech will be postpon- 
ed until November 26, when hearings 
will be held, Chairman Pomerene, of 
the investigating committee, announced 
today. At that time the committee 
plans to call witnesses, including form- 
er Secretary Bryan, who will be asked 
if he endeavored to have the president 
prevent the Lusitania from sailing, as 
the Wisconsin senator alleged. Senator 
Pomerene denied that the temporary 
postponement of hearings had any ~~. 
nificance, the action being taken in 
order to permit the members of the 
committee to visit their home states 
before congress reconvenes in Decem- 


er. 

Chairman Pomerene said that when 
the hearings are resumed Senator La 
Follette will be given an opportunity 
to cross-examine witnesses or make any 
statement in his own behalf that he 
may desire. He declined to say whether 
Secretary Lansing and other govern- 
ment officials would be called to testify.

greatest opportunity for service he has ever. 


had; he is in the place of widest importance 
at a time when his government needs, and 
must have just the aid he is able to render,” 
declared Joseph A. McCord, governor of 
the Atlanta Federal Beserve bank, yesterday 
afternoon. 

“There is an immense volume of money 
in the hands of the farmers—more than any 
of us realize,’”’ continued Mr. McCord. ‘“‘That 
is more than any except the aforesaid coun- 
try banker. A large part of this money 
must go into the present Liberty Loan if it 
is the success we hope it to be. 
try banker is, therefore, the pivotal point 
for the reason that he knows who has the 
money, who can spare it, and he has more 
than anyone else the influence that will in- 
duce him to buy bonds. 

“A farmer trusts and looks to his banker 
for financial advice. He is also a natural 
patriot. History shows us that no man has 
ever been a better citizen or a better fight- 
er than the man of the land. But his call- 
ing in large measure isolates him from the 
active currents of the world. Ile is depend- 
ent upon friends for direction in those things 
with which he is not fully famillar—he will 
be advised by the banker in the matter of 
this loan. Consequently the banker ig 
charged with a pecullar responsibility—one 
that he must recognize and meet to the full- 
est extent. 

His Products Protected. 

“The high prices received by the farmer 
are the result of the protection which his 
government provides upon the high seas; 
without this, war would paralyze markets. 
What then is more natural than that he 
should lend of these funds to support that 
government? 

“The bond is the safest security 
history. Its failure could only come with 
the absolute destruction of our nation, in 
which event there would be nothing to live 
for. But there is no chance for such a ca-

The fight 
is on, and it is a man’s size job. Money is 
the big sinew of war. The farmer has much 
money and the man who can influence him 
to take up his bond issue is a twice for- 
tunate patriot. 
Gets Money Back Again. 

“And, here is another point: Much of the 
money that the government will use from 
this issue rotates back to the farmer. He 
will see his own dollars coming again to 
his coffers, with profit. When the German 
navy made the high seas uninhabitable, so 
to speak, in 1914, cotton hit the bottom. Fol- 
lowing this came the federal reserve banks, 
which provide a way to hold his product 
for a decent and reasonable price. Hence, it 
is plain that the government has made the 
large prices now received possible and ar- 
ranged to keep them up for all time to the 
extent that it can be done by making money 
available at low rates of interest. 

“The bond is, furthermore, a good invest- 
ment. It may be used to buy supplies later 
on, if the farmer needs it, and he will have 
had the earnings on it. It affords an ideal 
way for the man with money laid aside to 
invest it safely.

He requested a 
frank opinion of the physical culturist’s idea, 
as it applies tH a case of incipient tuberculo- 
sis. We stated that in our opinion the physi- 
cal culturist’s idea was nine-tenths wrong, 
and for tuberculosis specially harmful. -Then 
back comes the young man with a stinging 
rebuke: 

“You are like all the other pill-woership- 
ers. You good outside of the 
sacred bounds of your own prefession.. The 
world, however, goes ov your head. When 
people need intell life-saving help 
they don’t call o rie noss-gzrown medical 
profession, you i] itice.” 

ANSW E R-—Yes, iotice that the medi- 
cal profession is urgently requested to keep 
as far as possible from the fighting lines in 
Europe, in order that the sick and injured 
may have the advantage ofthe physical cul- 
turists, the new thought, the innumerable 
modern systems of healing. Anything but a 
plain medical man in time of war!

Colonel Edgar Will Come 
_to Atlanta Within Two 
Weeks to Inspect Proposed

October 17.—Better 
news came today from the Liberty 
Loan campaign. Subscriptions, treas- 


ury officials announced tonight, prov- 
a@biy exceed $1,250,000,000 and may reach 
$1,500,000,000 or half the minimum 
quota set for the country at the be- 
ginning ,of the campaign. 

“So sa@tisfactory were official and 
unofficial reports received today that 
high hopes now are entertained that 
the $5,000,000,000 mark may be achiev- 
ed,” says the treasury announcement, 
“and with a continuation or the pres- 
ent rate at which the entire country 
is speeding up, the $3,000,000,000 mini- 
mum seems reasonably certain. 

“The sale is going much faster than 
it was going last week, but it must go 
faster still. In other words, the de- 
layed start is fine, but the finish must 
be better. 

“Receipts tonight of official returns 
from all twelve of the federal reserve 
banks up to the close of business Oc- 
tober 16 gave rise to much optimism. 
The total shows $700,110,150, or $175,- 
000,000 more than was reported at the 
close of business the previous day. This 
is by far the greatest single day’s gain 
shown by the official reports since the 
sale started. The official figures fol-

fdle and several hundred smaller shafts 
closed, the high tide of the cqal miners’ 
strike to force immediate increases in 
wages, operators believed, had not been 
reached tonight. 

All miners’ officials were at Jollet 
attending the federation of labor co@n- 
vention, and it was expected here tRat 
many more mines would be shut down 
tomorrow, despite the warning of Dr.

Manufacturing concerns and private 
individuals who appealed to Goverfor 
Lowden to relieve coal shortages were 
referred to the federal authorities, who 
have full control of the coal situation. 

One hundred and six of the 324 large 
coal mines in Illinois are shut down 
today. The normal output of these $24 
mines, it is stated, is 76,000,000 tons’a 
year. With one-third idle, Illinois pro- 
duction—is being curtailed more an 
80,000 tons a day. These figures, Mr. 
McLaughlin said, do not include the 
several Hundred smaller mines, many 
of which were idle.

give the miners an advance unles@ the 
federal fuel administration allows them 
to charge more for coal.

CHICAGO FACES 
COAL FAMINE. 


Chicago, October 17.—Unless the coal 
strike is settled within ten days busi- 
ness in Chicago will be paralyzed, ac- 
cording to a statement made today by 
Fred W. Upham, president of the larg- 
est coal company in the city. “There is 
less than ten days’ supply in the city 
and no coal is coming in,” said Mr. 
Upham. 

“The situation is most serious,” ¢on- 
tinued Mr. Upham. “There is no coal 
headed for the city except that which 
was started from the mines before the 
men went out on this unauthorized 
strike. Unless the miners resumé work 
neither office building nor homes will 
have fuel.”

John R. Bender, F ormerly 
Head Coach Tennessee, Is 
Divisional Director. 


The Constitution is in receipt of the 
following letter from John R. Bender, 
formerly head coach of the University 
of Tennessee, and now athletic director 
for the Thirtieth National Guard divi- 
sion at Camp Sevier, Greenville, S. C. 

“Camp Sevier will have a_ division 
football team and we will expect to ar- 
range a game and schedule with the 
Various colleges and camp teams. We 
already have a challenge from Camp 
Gordon and from Camp Jackson and 
also one from Camp Wadsworth. I am 
also planning on bringing the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee military team to the 
camp for a game and we will possibly 
play them a game at Knoxville on 
‘Thanksgiving day. 

‘Camp Sevier staged a big regiment- 
al athletic meet last Sunday with de- 
cided success. We had the following 
events: Tug-of-war, centipede race, 
75 yards; 100-yard dash, mile run, com- 
pany relay race, standing broad jump. 

“We are making determined efforts 
to standardize our events in conform- 
ity with government requirements, 
which are to run the 100 yards in 14 
seconds, high jump, four feet; running 
broad jump, 14 feet: fence vault. five 
feet: standing broad jump, 8 feet, and 
throwing the hand grenade, 35 yards. 

“The meet Sunday brought out the 
great need of athletic events. It was 
a most disappointing affair to seé 80 
many young men who could not jump 
8 feet or 14 feet nor jump 4 feet high. 
We have a lot of good healthy, strong 
fellows, but they have little athletic 
skill or shift or agility. 

“We are putting much time in on 
boxing, football and wrestling and the 
running sports, together with the jump- 
ing: in other words, we are trying to 
make the athletie program a practica- 
ble one. 

“The meet last Sunday showed that 
there is really a great interest in the 
athletic side of the camp. This inter- 
est should be developed to the utmost. 
We are laying particular attention on 
mass athletics. Something doing by 
somebody athletically all the time is 
our slogan.

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CAMP WHEELER FACES 
~ SHORTAGE 5,500 MEN 


Camp Gordon Expected to 
Furnish 9,309 Men, But 
Only Sent 5,500. 


Macon, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)— 
The Thirty-first division, stationed at 
Camp Wheeler, is facing a shortage of 
5,500 men. 

Camp Gordon, Atlanta, supposed to 
furnish 9,309 drafted men from Geor- 
gia and Alabama, has no more to send 
after having sent 3,979 Monday and 
1.597 today. This means a shortage 
of 4,615 men from this one canton- 
ment alone. 

From Camp Jackson, Columbia, 
whence it is expected that 1,700 men 
would be drawn, it is now reported 
that only 1,300 will be sent. « 

At Camp Pike, Arkansas, there are 
supposed to be 2,900 Alabama select- 
men slated for Camp Wheeler, but if 
the. number there dwindles as much 
as at the other cantonments, Camp 
Wheeler will be short even more than 
now expected. 

All the troops that are now in sight 
for Camp Wheeler include the drafted 
men who have arrived and those from 
Camps Jackson and Pike, yet to come, 
and the 160,700 national guardsmen, a 
total of 21,794. In a Pershing division, 
such as has been contemplated for 
Camp Wheeler, there are 27,000 men. 
There are accommodations 
camp for 37,000 men and talk has been 
revived of two divisions supposedly of 
minimum strength, or 18,000 men to 
each division. ' 

In addition to the eelectmen who 
arrived today from Camp Gordon, 500 
others came in from Camp Jackson.

Troops from the big northern and 
eastern camps who have been switched 
to Camp Gordon as a result of the re- 
cent army order changing the person- 
nel of several divisions began to take 
off their hats and make their initial 
bow to the southern public yesterday 
when approximately 1,000 selectmen 
from Camp Meade, Annapolis Junction, 
Md., arrived at the camp in two big 
troop trains. 

The first train came into the camp 
switch at about 3:30 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon bearing approximately 550 men, 
and the second pulled into camp at 
about 6 o'clock Wednesday night with 
a trifle less than 500 men. 

The men have been entrained since 
Tuesday morning, and the trip to Camp 
Gordon was made without interruption. 
Each of the two trains was composed 
of sixteen passenger coaches. 

The personnel of the arriving troops 
yesterday represented entirely the state 
of Maryland, a large majority of the 
men, however, coming from the city 
of Baltimore and Baltimore county. 
Montgomery county, Maryland, also had 
a considerable representation among the 
troops. 

The men arriving Wednesday were 
completely uniformed, a large number 
of them wearing heavy olive drab over- 
coats. These were in short order dis- 
carded as their owners emerged from 
the trains at camp to set their feet for 
the first time, in most cases, on Geor- 
gia soil. 

With several of the men bearing 
large United States flags on _ their 
shoulders and with their ringing voices 
atune to the strains of “Maryland, My 
Maryland,” the long columns of soldiers 
from Camp Meade left their trains and 
marched to the camp receiving station. 
Here they were met by a large number 
of officers and in the course of a short 
time were assigned to the various or- 
ganizations with which they are to be 
connected. 

Many of the troops from the three 
southern states who are still at Camp 
Gordon gathered at the front*of the 
camp and gained a first glimpse of the 
men who are to supersede them as com- 
ponents of the Eighty-second division. 

The work of assigning the .men to 
organizations and quarters was carried 
on at a rapid rate, and by 9 o’clock 
Wednesday night the Maryland ,.troops 
wer egiven an idea as to the places they 
will assume at the camp. 

The men brought with them thetr 
individual equipment in large army 
bags in addition to their service rec- 
ords and muster papers. It is under- 
stood that the work of preparing the

Augusta, Ga., October 17.—(Specital.) 


Another thousand Pennsylvania _ sol- 
diers, of the selectmen from Camp 
Meade who are to fill in the gaps of 
the 28th division, now quartered at 
Camp Hancock, have reached the city. 
Other increments will arrive daily until 
the total of draftees transferred from 
Camp Meade to Camp Hancock reaches 
5,000. That mumber is necessary to 
bring the various units of the 28th 
division up to war strength. 

With the 5,000 drafted men at Camp 
Hancock, Auguste will have a total of 
31,000 soldiers in her midst. The Penn- 
sylvanians are the toast of all Au- 
gusta. Everything possible has been 
done by the townspeople to make thelr 
sojourn here pleasant, and the soldiers 
in turn appear to have satrained every 
effort to be on their good behavior.

Scores of Men Commissioned 
and Called Before They 
They Were Needed. 


Washington, October 17.—General 
Bliss, chief of stes*. of the army, has 
abruptly ended thé practice of com- 
missioning officers from civil life to 


‘the staff corps of various branches of 
the army and calling them into active 
service before actual need for their 
services exists. 

Indications that the practice has 
frown out of all bounds, particularly 
in the medical, signal and quartermas- 
ter’s corps, led the chief of staff to take 
his action. 

The effect of the order will be to 
hold up temporarily a number of com- 
missions, including those of many men 
of the flying corps who have graduated 
from the ground and flying schools. In 
no case, however, will any man whose 
services are needed fail to get a com- 
mission eventually. 

The expansion of the line of the 
army was carefully worked out by the 
staff and carried out in such a way that 
there are few instances where even a 
change has been made that political 
or other influence had anything to do 
with the appointment of an officer. 

In the staff corps, however, every de- 
Partment has been besieged with re- 
quests to commission men who were re- 
garded as having peculiar qualifica- 
tions. Hundreds of commissions, it has 
been said, have been issued with the 
understanding that when a place de- 
veloped the holder could fill he would 
be assigned to that duty.
